The Selectmen wish to explain where the money 
that was in the treasury Feb. 15, 1906, has been expended. 
In the first place we found that in order to bid for the 
work on the State aid on highways and keep the money 
in town as much as possible, we had got to have a road 
roller which was bought of the Acme Road Machine Co., 
at the expense of $195.00. This roller we leased to the 
town of Langdon, and $6.00 has been received for use of 
same. 
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Then when the water system was complete we had not 
anything to fight fire with, unless we had some hose which 
was bought at the expense of $341.40. The amount 
bought was 1,000 feet and 3 nozzels. 

We have formed a fire company of 21 men and adopt- 
ed by-laws and have monthly meetings and _ practice 
when the weather is suitable. The Connecticut River 
National Bank has kindly loaned us the shed at the bank, 
to keep the hose wagon in, which should be hired until 
the town can provide some more suitable place. 

Then there was $200.00 spent for a new piano for 
the Town Hall, for which we were going to get up some 
dances and tried to do so, but could not make a success 
of it and gave it up. The School Board of 1905 had not 
received ‘pay in full and $75.00 was paid= them. sine 
$1,359.00 that was raised in 1905 to get the State aid of 
highways was also expended this year as the following 
items will show:

Soon following the Town Meeting of one year ago, 
the undersigned were appointed by the Selectmen as 
Water Commissioners to construct a water works system 
plans and survey of the Charlestown Water & Sewer Com- 
pany, whose franchise and property was purchased by 
the town. 

It was the opinion of those intimate with the matter 
that the maximum cost would not exceed the amount 
first voted, $45,000.00, but as the work progressed it 
become evident that it would require some $7,000.00 to 
$8,000.00 additional to carry the works to completion. 
This extra cost was due: 

First: To land damage which overran the estimate, 
and to the fact that it was deemed best to purchase the 
Perham Mill property outright, and let the town hold 
whatever equity there might be therein rather than to 
take simply the water right at a probably high figure. 
As this is the only water power privilege in town and at the 
power is not now, and likely will not be lessened to any 
appreciable degree excepting in the summer months, dur- 
ing which season it has not usually heretofore been of any 
_ practical value, we feel that the course taken was wise 
and that ultimately a good amount of salvage therefrom 
will revert to the town. 

Second To extending some of the lines, adding some 
new lines and carrying same to takers as far as possibly 
could be done in all cases where such additional outlay 
would appear to be warranted by the possible income 
from rents.' 
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Third To cleaning out both reservoirs, which was 
not included in estimate. In excavating for the found- 
ation for the upper dam it was found to be the same site 
formerly used for an old mill dam, and that as a conse- 
quence there was a deposit at the bottom of chips, saw- 
dust and other matter in a more or less decayed condition. 
This deposit was removed. The lower dam was also 
cleaned out as a sanitary measure and also in order to: 
enlarge the capacity of the dam. 

Fourth The inability to secure delivery of pipe from 
Chas. Millar & Son Co.,;, with whom contract was made 
for same in the month of April; rendered it necessary 
later in the season to purchase considerable quantities 
elsewhere in order to complete the system before frost. 

The cast iron pipe business was in a peculiar condition 
throughout the entire summer, and the output was at all 
times far behind the demand so that our having been 
able to complete would seem to be a matter of congrat- 
ulation to all concerned, as loss of income and additional 
expense, had completion been delayed until next season, 
would have made no inconsiderable bill. | 

On non-fulfilment of pipe contract with Chas. Millar 
& Son Co., the whole matter was presented to, and care- 
fully considered by the town’s counsel and on their advice 
and with the sanction of the Selectmen, claim for damage 
was made and money to the amount of $4,172.85 was 
retained by the Treasurer pending settlement in the Courts. 

The quality of the water as shown:by reports of the 
State’s chemist is of the best and users freely attest to its 
excellence for all domestic purposes. 

The pressure on Main street is one hundred pounds 
to the square inch, which is considered better for fire pur- 
poses than a higher or lower force. 

The item of rentals as found in the Treasurer’s report 
represents the amount of rents collected to date from 
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fifty-six takers and for periods varying from one to two 
months. There are at the present time, not including 
three services to the town, 126 connections of which 78 
are paying takers, the balance not having yet ordered the 
water turned on. As soon as frost leaves the ground there 
will be a considerable increase in the number of connections 
and the proportion of users should show a still larger per 
cent. of gain. 

In no way, shape or manner has ‘‘graft’’ entered into 
the building of these works and for every dollar expended 
the town has received value to an equal amount. Receipt- 
ed bills for all expenditures are on file and can at any 
time be readily examined and proved. 

All extras and ‘“‘frills’’ of every sort have been strictly 
ruled out. 

The Commissioners feel that all possible has been done 
to construct a thoroughly and honestly built system and 
especially have they endeavored to build not only for the 
present but for the future years and as looking to a possible 
increase of business and population and a larger demand 
for water, and at the same time not to build too large or 
expend money needlessly, thus placing an unnecessary 
burden on tax-payers. 

‘It is a pleasure to state that the manner of laying and 
connecting the mains, sizes of pipes used and number and 
placing of hydrants has been approved by the New Ham- 
shire State Board of Fire Insurance. 

The Commissioners have a feeling of modest but deep 
satisfaction in the completion of this work and are con- 
fident that as time proves out the advantages and wisdom 
of the investment made, every voter and tax payer will 
feel proud of the step taken by our town and acknowledge 
satisfaction as to the quality of the thing bought and the 
price paid therefor.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The general work and condition of our schools is 
reported by our Superintendent. The School Board 
heartily endorses all that Mr. Cummings says and recom- 
mends. 

Our union with Claremont in forming a Supervisory 
District has proven pleasant and successful in every par- 
ticular. In thus uniting with a large town we secure the - 
best supervision at a nominal cost, our share of the Super- 
intendent’s salary being only $350.00, and the State pays 
one-half of this. 

The school buildings throughout the town are in 
excellent condition, and have been well cared for. We 
acknowledge with gratitude the faithful service of Mr. 
Gibson who has kept the village school house well heated 
and ever in readiness for the work of the schools. 

The sanitary condition of the building at South 
Charlestown is not satisfactory, and as soon as advisable 
the district should make provision to remedy this. 

The problem of caring for the pupils in the scattered 
communities is a perplexing one, but it is our aim to give © 
to every child equal school privileges and advantages 
in so far as this is possible. The cost of transportation 
is considerable, but not as great as would be the expense 
of maintaining the several schools that have been given 
up throughout the town. The cost seems inconsequential, 
however when we consider the great advantage to those 
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pupils who are carried by the town to the larger and gra- 
ded schools that afford better equipment and _ better 
teaching. | 

We wish to express our appreciation of the excellent 
and faithful work of our Superintendent, of the Super- 
visors and of the several teachers who have labored in and 
for our schools. 

We bespeak for our teachers the cordial co-operation 
of all who are interested in the best welfare of our schools. 
Nothing can be more demoralizing to a school than to 
have its work or discipline harshly criticized in the presence 
of the pupil. Such criticism, it must be admitted, is more 
often based upon exaggerated reports and hearsays than 
upon intelligent and careful investigation. Give to the 
teacher of your child the same cordial support, the 
same courtesies and sympathy that you would wish 
extended to your daughter, if you had one among 
strangers, engaged in the arduous and responsible work 
of teaching. 

We are grateful for the generous support that the 
citizens have ever given to our schools and urge that this 
support be continued.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. |

IN GENERAL. 


The past school year has seen progress in our schools. 
All along the line there has been faithful effort on the part 
of teachers to improve on the past year. It goes without 
saying that where there is such a spirit there must be im- 
provement. The health of the teachers and pupils has 
been good and no epidemic or contagious disease has thus’ 
far interfered with the work of the schogls to any serious 
extent, so the work has been comparatively free from break. 

The work of drawing, introduced a year ago, has been 
taken up with enthusiasm by teachers and pupils and 
pursued in the same spirit thus far. Singing, also, like 
drawing, has been presented as an educational factor and 
as such demanding regular study and practice. In due 
time the earnest and conscientious work of supervisor and 
teacher will bear fruit. But it should be borne in mind 
that it takes time to get results from educational processes. 
A year or two is only a beginning, and while progress is 
evident, yet results will be much more evident after several 
years. For instance, in arithmetic we do not expect much 
from beginners but after they have pursued the subject 
through the nine grades the pupil has become master of 
all its principles. It is the same with the subjects of 
singing and drawing. They should be pursued year by 
year just the same as any other school subject. Dropping 
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them for a year would be nearly the same as throwing away 
all that has been done. I trust that these important 
subjects will be continued in our schools. 

Reports of their work have been made by the Seeeed 
teachers of these subjects, to which I would respectfully 
refer you.

Motece Or Our nine teachers left us in June.’ Miss 
Swasey and Miss Darling resigned and Miss Callahan 
asked leave of absence one year in order that she might 
get the training of the Normal School. Miss Cross who 
succeeds Miss Swasey and Miss Abbey who takes the 
place of Miss Callahan during her absence, are both teachers 
of successful experience. Miss Heath who teaches the 
Primary school at North Charlestown was already well 
and favorably known in that school. Hence only two 
teachers were new to Charlestown. The experiment of 
placing Miss Huntley from the Primary to the Grammar 
grades has proved very successful. 


ATTENDANCE. 


_ The average attendance for the school year of 1905-6 
of all the schools in town was 91 per cent. Teachers are 
trying to improve on this present year and we call on all 
parents to help in this important work. 

As attendance goes, it is not a bad showing that for 
every 100 school children in town only nine are absent 
each day. But-the fact is it is only a few pupils compara- 
atively that are responsible for nearly all the absent marks 
and they are absent generally for some trivial reason or 
for no reason at all. So as long as there is room for im- 
provement effort should not be relaxed. 

Below is a tabular view of the standing of each school 
for the year, given in the order of excellence. .

The subject of prompt and constant attendance is 
one that is dwelt upon by all who are intimately acquainted 
with school work because it has such an important bearing 
not. only on the scholar’s present success in-school but also 
on his business habit ahd success in later life. The care- 
less habits and slipshod methods of the boy at school will 
cling to the man in business and sooner or later prove his 
downfall. It is the proper work of the school to lay the 
foundation for future success in business and right character 
making. We feel that regular and punctual attendance 
at school is a potent means to this end. , 

It is the business of the school to teach the child to 
read, write, and cipher. If he remains in school long 
enough he will learn something besides. It is just as much 
the business of the school to train the pupil for life. Here 
should be enforced the great lessons of industry, honesty, 
obedience and faithfulness by requiring these in the daily © 
performance of school work. Meeting squarely and over- 
coming difficulties is an important lesson for the pupil to 
learn by. practice. The regular and prompt response to 
the call of duty in business and in the struggle to reach 
our ideals should have its beginnings in connection with 
school life as well as with the home. The foundation of 

all these, and other important business principles and 
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practices should be laid in the school room. They are 
laid in every well ordered school; not half so much by 
talking about them as by practicing them. In the require- 
ment of punctual and regular attendance at school the 
best object gained is the training the pupil gets for life 
and true living. Many a man had laid the foundation for 
his business success years before as a boy at school in his 
boyish ambition not to have absence or tardy marks 
against his name. Tho the road was muddy or drifted 
full of snow, the walk long and cold, still day by day he 
Overcame, day by day greater will power was thereby 
gained till, after years of faithful school life, the slow but 
sure accumulation of moral force made him the man 
of power and integrity that invited the confidence of his 
fellow men and made him a trusted man in the community. 

It is well to give children proper care and protection, 
but the danger today is that we shelter them too much and 
that therefore they fail to gain that sturdy self-reliance 
so indispensable to success in any line of effort. 

In closing I desire to express my appreciation of the 
cordial co-operation of the teachers, the efficiency and 
faithfulness of their work and the value of their self 
denying service to the town. It is also with pleasure 
that I mention the’ strong support given me by slate 
School Board as well as the courtesies shown me by the 
people of the town.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Now that we have had a very successful year of draw- 
ing in the schools, I can admit that it was with some mis- 
givings that I undertook the supervision of the work in 
Charlestown, not knowing what the attitude of teachers 
and children would be, nor how much to expect in the 
way of results. The teachers had never taught- drawing 
themselves and my sixteen days of teaching during the 

year seemed a very’small amount of time to spend in es- 
tablishing a sound foundation upon which to carry out 
the course in drawing. 

The pupils enthusiasm and hard work however, to- 
gether with the regular teachers’ excellent presentation 
of subjects have been a pleasant surprise from the very 
first. So far as possible, with the materials furnished, 
_we have followed the course in drawing prescribed by the 
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State Department of Public Instruction, having for our 
object “‘not to make artists, but rather to train the minds. 
of all pupils to an appreciation and enjoyment of all that 
is beautiful in color and form.’’ Art instruction in public 
schools is no longer adapted to the so-called talented child 
only, but reaches every one from the Primary grades to 
the High School graduates. Each child is learning to 
draw, to express himself with pencil or brush and to see 
and enjoy as never before the beauties in art and nature. 
While the Supervisior plans the lessons, judges the 
work and teaches some, it is the capable, regular teacher 
who- accomplishes most important results because she is 
the one who best understands her class and her class best 
understand her. Great gredit is due all the Charlestown 
teachers and I wish, personally, to express my appreciation 
of their cordial welcome and their hearty co-operation in 
the year’s work.

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MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools of Charlestown: 


Probably no subject taught in the public schools offers 
such obstacles, and surely none has been more difficult 
to obtain real results from, than from the study of music. 

There is no half way, either the child’s musical sense 
is awakened and he learns to enjoy or he looks on his 
task as something which he cannot do and soon learns 
to hate. 

Before we send our little girls and boys to school we 
wait until they have acquired a vocabulary to express 
themselves, sometimes taking several years to accomplish, 
during which time they are surrognded by the most helpful 
influences in way of continually hearing speech-words. In 
- music this is entirely different. Many times boys and girls 
come to school without having their attention even called 
to the idea of pitch, why should we be surprised to find 
they are unable to discern one pitch from another? If 
we do find such monotones who cannot sing at once the 
whole eight tones of our major scale and sing them correctly 
should we set them one side, shutting from them for ever, 
perhaps, the realm of music and song? We might as well 
expect such children to repeat a line of German or other ~ 
language they had never heard. 

In your schools we have carefully divided the whole 
subject and arranged each grade on a schedule card so 
that each teacher knows exactly what grade is expected 
to do. As the exercises are accomplished they are crossed 
off by the Supervisor. 

The first year’s work in school is devoted to acquiring 
a musical vocabulary and the child becomes acquainted 
with his own voice, only one tone with loo is sung at first, 
sometimes this may take even several weeks to accomplish, 
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After the first tone is recognized and produced the second 
comes a little easier, and so on until he has several at his 
command. Songs are sung beginning with those on one 
tone, then two tones, three tones, etc. In nearly every 
case the child’s musical sense is aroused and a real pleasure 
in the musical lesson is manifested. After one part music 
has been studied with the divided beat, etc., two part is 
begun, then three part until in the High School regular 
four part music is studied.

The Board during the last fiscal year has comprised 
of only two members. 

The Selectmen attempted several appointments at 
the south part of the town, but the honor appeared too 
empty to those who were asked to serve and no one qualified 
by taking the oath of office, so there has been no third 
official. 

There has been no epidemic of contagious or infectious 
disease of any severity. There has been a sporadic case 
of diphtheria in a gipsy camp at North Charlestown. 
The girl recovered and no other cases developed. There 
was one fatal case of ‘‘cerebral spinal meningitis’? and 
one fatal case of typhoid fever. No secondary infection 
by other persons. There was a mild epidemic of mumps 
during last summer. 

There are a few tenemant houses in this village that 
although not strictly unsanitary, are not properly kept, by 
reason of untidy occupants and by reason of not having 
plenty of pure water to use. 

The introduction of the Town supply has worked won- 
dersin many places by giving them plenty of pure water. 

Who can blame a mother with a large family for not 
keeping everything neat and clean when she has to work 
an old pump to get the water for all.the washings and 
other household purposes. 

The soil around many of these old places has become 
impregnated with sink sewerage, so that although the well 
water may not be actually dangerous to drink, it is very 
far from being good water. With an abundance of the 
very best of water from the town supply, there is not the 
least excuse for drinking poor water now, and the cost of 
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maintaining the old pumps would almost if not quite, bring 
the town water into these houses, where pumps are now 
in use. 

The New Hampshire laws require that every child 
attending the public schools shall be vaccinated before 
attending school. To carry this into effect has been the 
source of a good dealof annoyance. But the local Health 
Officer is accountable to the State Board of Health for the 
fulfillment of the above law. Last summer parents were 
reminded of this requirement by notices in the local papers 
but a good many failed to have their children vaccinated. 
A conference between the School Board and Health Officers 
was held and the following arrangement was decided upon. 
“That during the last week of school before the summer 
vacation begins, each school teacher shall ascertain by 
actual inspection of arms or, vaccination certificates, the 
number who have not been vaccinated successfully, and 
a list of the names of these children shall be given to the 
Health Officer upon whom the faithful duty of vaccinating 
the same shall devolve. Vaccination as done today is little 
or nothing to be dreaded. 

The New Hampshire Society for the Prevention of 
Consumption has issued a set of four pamphlets which 
contain more real information upon. the subject of tuber- 
culosis than most people could collect from ordinary sources 
in a life time Every one should read these articles, which 
we will place at your disposal, either enclosing them in 
the ‘‘Town Reports”’ or have them in a suitable place for 
you to take at the Town Hall during town meeting day. 

The sanitary condition of this beautiful town is 1m- 
proving every year. Let every one do their part to keep 
their premises clean. Cleanliness is sanitation.
